1. The Balance of State (BoS) is comprised of 12 local planning groups (LPG)
and 5 committees, which are open to the public. Additionally, each LPG has a
governing board and committees that are public and accessible to stakeholders.
BoS membership includes a broad array of stakeholders with knowledge and
interest in preventing and ending homeless. These include local government
officials, planning district commissions, private funders, advocates including the
Virginia Sexual and Domestic Violence Action Alliance, school divisions, police
departments, faith community, PHAs, VA hospitals, CSBs (mental health
agencies), homeless service providers CAP agencies, state department of
veteran services, and the state department of behavior health and
developmental services.

2. The BoS CoC provides information and solicits information in multiple ways.
Each LPG has a board and committees designed to address local homeless
needs. Information flows back and forth through this structure via LPG
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representation on the BoS steering committee (CoC governing board), which
meets bi-monthly. Additionally, information is gathered during input sessions
where the CA travels across the state to formally gather input from all LPGs in
the BoS.

3. All information gathered during CoC meetings or input sessions are taken
into consideration and used to improve the BoS CoC. For example, input
sessions led to statewide change to help ensure all LPGs worked within a
systems model. State appropriations, ESG, and CoC funding has been
coordinated to ensure each LPG has a homeless crisis response system
ensuring all geographies in the BoS have access to services. This has been
especially important to the rural areas of the BoS.

4. All information is communicated on the BoS website or the CA website
(DHCD) and is accessible as PDFs.

1. The majority of solicitation for new members is conducted at the LPG level.
Membership of the BoS encompasses the total membership of each LPG. LPGs
have membership committees that conduct regular outreach to local and
regional government entities, faith communities, private businesses, etc.

2. LPGs send out email invitations, website notifications, and direct face to face
invites to those groups who are “missing” from the membership. BoS members
reach out to local resource councils, meet one on one with identified
stakeholders, develop and distribute brochures, and hold educational events
where guest speakers share information on the local planning efforts to create a
system where homelessness is rare, brief, and non-reoccurring.

3. All information is communicated via the BoS website, LPGs websites and via
emails. PDFs and other accessible formats are published.

4. Invitations are formally sent annually, but most successful invites occur when
the LPG members are doing outreach to those stakeholders who are missing
from membership. For example in FY18, through the BoS efforts in BFZ, a new
faith based provider got involved and has become a champion for housing first.
In addition to reducing barriers to their TH program, they are working to get their
TH and warming shelter beds in HMIS.

5. As a BoS standard and a requirement of ESG and state funding
(administered by DHCD), any program funded by federal or state dollars must
have a person experiencing or formerly experiencing homelessness
participating on the board of directors or other equivalent policy-making entity.
In the past year, specific outreach has been done with PSH residents and
youth. The BoS now has a youth action board where all current members have
lived experience.

1. As approved in the BoS system level procedures, the CA requested
proposals for projects after registration and prior to the release of the NOFA.
This is done through a pre-application. Any agency that is an active participant
in their LPG/BoS are eligible to apply for new funding. The pre-application is
emailed to lead LPG agencies and BoS steering committee members who then
disseminate it to all LPG stakeholders.

2. To determine if a project is first eligible to be ranked and tiered, the pre-
application is used by the CA to ensure the new project is eligible, meets a
community need, is Housing First, and is viable. After the pre-application is
reviewed by the CA, the agency is provided feedback on any changes or
concerns about the new project. The agency can then make a decision about
submitting a final application to the ranking committee.

The BoS CoC convenes a panel of stakeholders (at least 5) including homeless
service providers, state employees, advocates, housing authority
representatives, local government representatives, and formally homeless
representatives to review and assess funding requests for the HUD Continuum
of Care Program. The panel, known as the Ranking Committee is an
independent body (no conflicts of interest) tasked in the CoC charter as the
entity responsible for accepting requests and reviewing them for consistency
with meeting the federal, state, and local goals and priorities for addressing
homelessness.

3. This year, the pre-application was released and published on April 3, 2019,
and was due to the CA on May 1, 2019. On Jul. 9, 2019 the BoS released the
timeline and application addendum for the CoC competition, which was
published on the BoS website on July 11. On Aug. 14, 2019, the application
scoring criteria was published.

1. DHCD (BoS CA) is the state administrator of ESG for the BoS. Each of the
12 LPGs submit community-based applications for ESG, HOPWA, and state
funding through the Virginia Homeless and Special Needs Housing (HSNH)
funding. Funded projects must coordinate services with the BoS, use HMIS,
participate in coordinated entry, adhere to housing first and BoS service
standards, and report outcomes at a program and system level.

2. As both the CoC collaborative applicant and the state administrator of ESG
funding DHCD works to ensure all funds are coordinated and used to meet the
goal of ending homelessness. To measure the effectiveness of ESG funding,
LPGs and ESG project grantees are required to report on both the system level
and project level. DHCD requires the following reports and evaluations.

- Quarterly calls that address timely spending, technical assistance needs,
current trends; and the use of data to address system or client needs.

- Bi-annual progress reports that include demographics served, capacity and
utilization, exit destination, and length of financial assistance and case
management.

- System outcomes report (DV, and both HMIS and Non-HMIS patrticipants) that
include demographics, length of time homeless, PIT count, length of stay, and
exit destinations.

3. The BoS CoC program coordinator is part of the HSNH team that establishes
system performance measures and project outcomes used for Con Plan
development and CAPER reporting. Each year when DHCD updates State’s
Con Plan, two-hour input sessions are held across the state to coordinate with
each independent Con Plan jurisdiction.

1. Per approved BoS coordinated entry policies and procedures “If safety is a
concern due to fleeing, or attempting to flee domestic violence, or a victim of
trafficking the coordinated entry staff will assist the person in developing a
temporary safety plan and provide immediate referral to the local domestic
violence agency.”

When a survivor seeks housing assistance, an assessment for diversion is
conducted to include a question as to the person’s safety. If current safety is an
issue, the CE staff assist the survivor in developing a safety plan (local DV
providers train CE annually on safety planning) that is in place until the survivor
connects with local DV staff. Each LPG has DV providers funded by DOJ, HHS,
ESG, and/or state funding.

Once a survivor is in a safe location he/she is screened using the VI-SPDAT.
Based on the most appropriate and available intervention, survivors are
prioritized for housing. Eight of the 12 LPGs have a DV provider administering
ESG/state rapid re-housing funds and all survivors have access to rapid re-
housing should that be the most appropriate intervention.

2. The BoS implements a client centered approach that ensures the needs such
as access to money, legal issues, and/or trauma are addressed. Client
confidentiality policies ensure VAWA is adhered to and all identifying
information is removed for case conferencing.

The CA also participates on the state level DV Action Team, Sexual Assault &
DV Advisory Council, and the DV State and Local Partners meetings. DOJ and
HHS participate in the Gov. Coordinating Council on Homelessness. A
representative from the Virginia DV Action Alliance is a member of the BoS
Steering Committee.

1. Training encompasses the assessment process; safety planning; victim-
centered, trauma informed care; and crisis intervention. The CA identified
domestic violence providers in each LPG that are responsible for conducting the
training annually. Per CoC CE policies and procedures, "a LPG domestic
violence service provider must provide safety planning training all coordinated
entry staff annually. This training must be documented and maintained by the
board of each LPG.” In the coming year, with the Virginia DV Action Alliance
being on the Steering Committee, these trainings will be standardized.

2. The CE committee will continue to evaluate the process and the domestic
violence representatives with guide any needed changes in the training or
protocols. Additionally with this application, the Virginia DV Action Alliance is
applying for a DV Bonus CE-SSO project. If awarded, funds will make a
significant improvement in training and standardization of CE resources for
survivors.

The BoS is able to gather and query data from the VA Data (comparable
database administered by the Virginia Sexual and Domestic Violence Action
Alliance) via DHCD’s centralized administration and management system
(CAMS). In FY19, 706 households’ accessed DV shelters through LPGs. Four
hundred and eight (408) of those exited to PH during the FY, including 130 that
were housed using RR-H assistance. This is a an unfortunate increase of 24%
in survivors seeking shelter and a 26% decrease in the availability of RR-H
resources for those seeking PH. However, the overall PH rate for survivors did
increase by 13% from FY18. The BoS has adopted a housing focused ES
approach to include those who are survivors of DV.

Identified in the FY19 needs assessment of comparable HIMS data and the PIT
count (DV increase of 61% from FY18), was a significant increase in survivor’s
seeking shelter and needs for permanent housing resources. Based on this
assessment, it has been determined that increasing access to and training for
CE as well as expanding services to include DV TH/RR-H are ways to ensure
survivors have easy access to safety and permanent solutions.

Unfortunately neither of the two PHAS track homeless entries into their services.
However, based on estimates at least 1-2% of all entries are homeless at the
time they sign leases for housing.

1.The BoS CoC has 22 PHAs. Each of the 12 BoS LPGs work to differing
degrees with their PHAs depending on capacity and cooperation. The largest
provider of the HCV is the Virginia Housing and Development Authority (VHDA),
the administrator of HCVs for 13 HCV agencies. Currently, 31% of the agencies
adopted a homeless preference and 46% have adopted and elderly or disabled
preference (often used to assist homeless households).

Through the continued work of the BoS CoC and locally, in 2017, the Danville
PHA expanded their waiting list preferences to included families identified by
the Danville Public Schools as eligible under the McKinney-Vento Act, and U.S.
Military veterans.

The BoS Steering Committee has recruited PHA members and currently has
two representatives from HUD direct voucher administrators and two from
VHDA voucher agencies. At the local level, over 50% of the direct
administrators or voucher agencies participate as LPG members.

Move-on strategies are being developed with PHA where LPG's have PSH in
their catchment area. On Aug. 6, Virginia Housing Development Authority
conducted an outreach meeting with all CoC's (including the BoS) and PHAsS
across the state to help plan for the new mainstream voucher NOFA. This
outreach meeting is part of Virginia's statewide effort to encourage the following
priorities for mainstream vouchers - Move-on from PSH, SMI, and ID/DD
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populations.

1. The BoS CE system does not sufficiently address the needs of survivors. CE
system has standards are implemented in each of the 12 LPGs. The disparity in
the capacity of the LPGs lends to disparities in the ability of the entire system to
effectively serve survivors. One specific challenge is ensuring all CE points are
trauma-informed for individuals who are survivors of DV, SA, and stalking.
These clients face unique and specific barriers that impact the ability to navigate
the current crisis response system.

It is important to have a system that works to eliminate the power and control
dynamic in helping spaces to ensure survivors are safe to reduce the chances
of returning to unsafe situations of abuse. Having a DV CE project that allows
for training and monitoring all CE points and system processes is essential in
creating a system that effectively, permanently houses survivors while
supporting their unique barriers to stability.

2. The proposed project submitted by the Virginia Sexual and Domestic
Violence Action Alliance (Action Alliance), has a network of 60 SA and DV
agencies, their advocates, and other allied services across Virginia. The Action
Alliance will provide training and technical assistance to professionals across
the BoS. The Action Alliance will hire a full-time coordinating advocate who will
provide quarterly trainings with each LPG on trauma-informed practices for
survivors of DV, SA, and stalking.

For example, there are only three
units that allow pets without a doctor’s note. When working with clients, staff
about immediate housing concerns, and needs.

1.The trauma informed first approach is the only method currently taught to any
staff. This approach is practiced in all trainings. Staff undergo initial Family
Crisis Support Services training in this field of study, and often go to Action
Alliance trainings, or Legal Aid DV Conference workshops to learn more in
regard to the trauma informed first approach.

2.a) Survivors are given the choice of living in transitional housing if the need
warrants or, they may choose to access rapid re-housing. Staff work with clients
to complete applications for housing units the client desires and that meet
safety needs. Staff work closely with the housing authority and private landlords
to match persons with the best housing option for their wants and needs.

b) Staff conduct both one-on-one supportive counseling in addition to support
groups to address both mental and physical trauma. Many hands-on activities
are conducted that deal with learning what trauma is and how to overcome the
barriers of said trauma. Referrals are also made to licensed counselors,
therapists, and psychiatrists depending on the person's needs and choices.

¢) Upon entry to shelter —staff begin helping clients identify strengths. Service
plans are focused on building upon strengths to overcome the barriers to the
survivor’s stability. A goal list is created and a journal is given to clients so they
may keep track of progress.

d) Services are provided in a non-discriminatory, non-judgmental and inclusive
agency manner. Our values are publicly posted and we go over this with clients
so they are aware “all are welcome.” Services are provided regardless of
sexual orientation, race, socioeconomic status, or religion and work to ensure
survivors feel they are in a safe space free of judgement or prejudice.

e) Staff work together to make sure any resource a client may need is sought
after. Area resources offer all NA/AA information, grief support counseling,
churches and religious organizations, LGBTQ organizations and groups, as well
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as college and work opportunities.

f) Transportation is provided while at the shelter, TH, and for clients accessing
RR-H. This service continues for those who participate in aftercare case
management.

g) Resources are set up for clients that include parenting services, classes, and
childcare.

This support helps ensure safety,
obtainment of orders of protection, and access to legal counsel, information and
referral. Professional volunteers and staff provide skills training on site to
include: budgeting, employment search, and resume writing to increase job
attainment. Partnerships with a local banking institution provides the opportunity
for one-on-one coaching for victims to rebuild their credit with professional
banking staff. Program staff partner with community resources to secure
healthcare, drug/alcohol treatment and local 12 step groups, and childcare.
Parenting, nutrition, and self-care courses including art, yoga and dog therapy
are provided on-site.

If diversion is not possible,
the emergency shelters have received training on low-barrier (safety
expectations) procedures. This helps to ensure that households with the
greatest needs are able to access shelter and then obtain the housing
resources needed. Using the VI-SPDAT and HUD's level of prioritization,
households are identified for increased level of resources.

2) BoS took part in a three month Effective Emergency Shelter Learning
Community clinic facilitated by NAEH. This learning series provided emergency
shelters with a tool that evaluates shelter inflow, outflow, and length of stay.

So, LPGs also have service committees
that work to implement improved policies and guidance to ensure those who are
in need and qualify receive their benefits.

3.The BoS CA oversees system level partnerships and facilitates the services
committee, which addresses system processes. These partnerships are
beginning at the local level and being replicated across the BoS.

1) DHCD (CA) requires all state funded projects (including ES) be low-barrier

and housing focused. This requirement went into effect 2018-19 grant year after

a series of trainings the previous year by the NAEH on Effective Emergency
Shelters. Over the course of the 2018-19 grant year and into the current
renewal year, DHCD (CA) has monitored projects and where barriers were
present for project entry (ES, RR-H or PSH), changes are required for
continued funding. Additionally, TA assistance has been provided to help
address the philosophical and organizational changes that need to be made to
ensure those most in need are served and that housing is the first priority (with
the exception of safety).

Through the Petersburg City and Schools Partnership, one agency that has
been focusing on youth homelessness for the past two years that will help other
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agencies and LPGs assess and implement new techniques to address youth
who are homeless. This agency has been working in the Petersburg City High
School to stabilize housing for youth and their families who are homeless (any
definition), and chronically absent from school. The goal of the pilot project
funded by the Virginia Housing Trust Fund is to stabilize housing to increase
attendance thus enabling graduation. With the success of this project, and need
for a more coordinated effort, the BoS applied for the Youth Homeless
Demonstration Grant. Although the BoS was not chosen, the coordination and
creation of a Youth Action Board (YAB) has already had significant impact.

The Youth Action Board meets twice a month and has been working to develop
an understanding of the housing crisis response system and known best
practices. The YAB, comprised of five youth, four of whom have lived
experience, is facilitated by KeKe Cody, an outreach specialist for
Commonwealth Catholic Charities. The focus of the YAB is planning and
coordinating a Youth PIT count, connecting with youth-serving organizations,
and informing BoS policies with youth-affirming and positive youth development
principles.

The work of the Youth Action Board and the City and Schools Partnership has
resulted in the following opportunities to address youth homelessness and
instability:

The YAB will attend and be on the Youth Voice panel at the Virginia Governor’s
Housing Conference in Nov. 2019.

$35,000 from the Cameron Foundation for a consultant to address barriers to
shelter

$20,000 from Virginia Housing Development Authority to develop a strategic
plan to include ending youth homelessness

$75,000 from the United Way of Richmond and Petersburg for a youth outreach
specialist, YAB stipends, survival kits and staffing support for a community
outreach specialist.

1.The BoS has representation on the Governor’s Children’s Cabinet that is
dedicated to the education, health, safety, and welfare of children and youth.

In addition to
financial support, staff are able to make “warm” referrals to CSBs, food banks,
SA and MH providers, and other community services.

2. LPGs have mainstream service staff as part of their membership who
regularly report up-dates on eligibility, referral processes, timelines, new
services or contacts, and other vital information. If a service is identified, where
staff need additional information, specific training is provided to the LPG
membership.

3. Virginia has now expanded Medicaid. With the expansion came a PR
campaign to ensure citizens and social service professionals are educated on
applying, eligibility criteria, and coverage benefits. This information has been
provided to all homeless service providers in the BoS. Insurance/Medicaid
coverage is documented in HMIS. If a client does not have Medicaid andlikely
gualifies, case managers work to ensure clients get access to coverage ASAP.
4. Homeless services providers in the BoS work off the expectation that many
supports are necessary to ensure clients’ housing stability. To meet this
expectation, case managers work with mainstream resource providers in the
local communities. Collaboratively, assistance is provided to help clients use
their the benefits. Additionally, as part of the Medicaid expansion — Cover
Virginia (coverva.org) provides information on benefits and other helpful
information (in multiple languages) to guide citizens and service providers in
using the benefit.

1.The BoS is extremely rural and as such, street outreach is not conducted
through traditional SO programs. The LPGs continually work with law
enforcement, hospitals, EMTs, and other community resources to identify
persons who are unsheltered or unengaged. If an unsheltered/unengaged
person becomes known to a LPG, it is the responsibility of the coordinated entry
staff to conduct outreach (establish a relationship, conduct assessment, make
referrals, offer services, and follow

up). Once located, persons who are unsheltered are followed up with regularly
until permanent housing is obtained or until they enroll in a homeless service
program.

2.To the extent possible, outreach is conducted across the 100% of the LPGs to
identify homeless persons who are not accessing

services. Beginning July 2018, three LPGs received new outreach funds totaling
$47,000. These funds along with PATH funding in two other LPGs will assist
with formalizing outreach in five of the 12 LPGs.

3. In areas where there is not a formal outreach project, outreach is conducted
when law enforcement, hospitals, EMTs, and other community resources to
identify persons who are unsheltered. Areas with more formal outreach projects
conduct outreach at least monthly by PATH or outreach workers. In addition, all
LPGs conduct outreach during the annual PIT count.

4. The BoS’s SO is designed to effectively engage and build trusting
relationships with those who are least likely to access services. Most
importantly are partnerships with other resources including law enforcement,
EMTSs, hospitals, and businesses where unsheltered households may obtain
survival goods. Additionally, the BoS has worked to lower barriers so that those
who are in active addiction, have pets, in relationships, or who have previously
had bad experiences with providers be re-engaged and encouraged to re-
access services.

of the
Virginia Balance of State CoC

A. PURPOSE

This document shall serve as (i) the governance charter for the oversight of the Homeless Management
Information System ("HMIS") and (ji) the agreement between the Virginia BoS CoC and it's designated
HMIS Lead Agency.

B. RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE GREATER RICHMOND CONTINUUM OF CARE

The primary purpose of the Virginia BoS CoC is to carry out the responsibilities of a Continuum of Care
as defined by Housing and Urban Development (HUD). The CoC Steering Committee designates a
Homeless Management Information System (HMIS) and an eligible applicant to manage the HMIS to
ensure compliance with relevant regulations and to maximize the availability of data to facilitate
planning, performance measurement, and service coordination.

C. RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE HMIS LEAD AGENCY

The HMIS Lead Agency shall be responsible for oversight of all day-to-day operations including:
technical infrastructure; planning, scheduling, and meeting HMIS project objectives; supervision of
project staff, including reasonable divisions of labor; and hiring project staff.

In addition, staff are responsible for:

Managing the relationship with the HMIS vendor
Providing leadership for technical strategy planning andquality assurance
Providing business integration services to social service sagencies
Working with and supporting HMIS staff in other CoCs
Assisting agencies and CoCs with HMIS funding requests
Implementing HMIS to Virginia service providers
Managing other projectresources
Monitoring data quality and security
Serving as System Administrator

(c) Assisting users in generating required reports or helping them contract with other

h. Receiving reports and recommendations from sub-committees and ad-hoc task groups

i. Guiding the annual CoC Collaborative Application

j-  Ensuring that all necessary activities (eg. point-time-count) are being implemented by LPGs

k. Disseminating information to all members of the local planning groups

. Reviewing agendas and minutes from meetings

C. RESPONSIBIUITIES OF COLLABORATIVE APPLICANT

The Collaborative Applicant is the eligible applicant designated by the CoC to collect and submit the CoC

Registration, CoC Consolidated Application {which includes the CoC Application and CoC Priority Listing),

and apply for CoC planning funds on behalf of the CoC during the Coe Program Comp edition . The CoC

may assign additional responsibilities to the Collaborative Applicant so long as these responsibilities are

documented in the CoC's gavernance charter.

Consult with State and local government ESG program recipients on the plan for allocating ESG
program funds and reporting on and evaluating the performance of ESG program recipients.
Develop draft priorities for CoC funded projects, inciuding but not limited to development and
use of objective scoring criteria, and seeking CoC Steering Committee approval and public input



of those priorities.

A preference does not guarantee admission to the program. Preferences are used to establish the order of placement on the waiting list. Every applicant must meet the DRHA’s Selection Criteria as defined in this policy. 


The DRHA’s preference system will work in combination with requirements to match the characteristics for the family to the type of unit available, including units with targeted populations, and further deconcentration of poverty in public housing. When such matching is required or permitted by current law, the DRHA will give preference to qualified families.


Among applicants with equal preference status, the waiting list will be organized by date and time.


Local Preferences


Applicants can qualify for more than one preference. The DRHA uses the following Local Preferences:


Mixed income preference: for families with incomes needed to achieve deconcentration of poverty and income-mixing goals. 


Residency preference - 10 points: for families who live, work, or have been hired to work in the jurisdiction.  


Elderly or Disabled preference – 30 points: this preference is extended equally to an applicant whose head or spouse are age 62 or older or who are receiving social security disability, supplemental security income disability benefits, or any other payments based on an individual’s inability to work.  


McKinney-Vento preference – 40 points: for families confirmed by Danville School District as eligible for services under the McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act.  


Working preference – 30 points: for families confirmed eligible with at least one adult who is employed.  


Smart Beginnings preference – 20 points: for families confirmed by Smart Beginnings as participants under the Smart Beginnings Southside Families grant (SBSF).  


Involuntarily displaced preference – 20 points: for families determined eligible due to being homeless, living is substandard housing or domestic violence situations.  


No preference:


Treatment of Single Applicants


Single persons who are elderly, displaced, homeless or a person with disabilities will have an admission preference over "Other Singles".


"Other Singles" denotes a one-person household in which the individual member is neither elderly, nor disabled, nor displaced by government action. Such applicants will be placed on the waiting list in accordance with their preferences, but cannot be selected for assistance before any one or two person elderly, disabled or displaced family regardless of local preferences.

The coordinated assessment system is a multi-step process implemented at the local planning group level to first, triage the housing crisis and assist with the immediate housing need (prevention, emergency shelter, other referral). Second, determine the best permanent housing intervention (case management/housing counseling, rapid re-housing, permanent supportive housing, other referral) based on severity of need and prioritize resources based on vulnerability. Third, make referrals to the most appropriate services available in each community.  This system does not guarantee that an individual will meet the final eligibility requirements or receive a particular housing option.

Purpose and Background

As required by the CoC Program interim rule at 24 CFR 578.7(a)(8), CoCs are required to establish a Centralized or Coordinated Assessment System. The Virginia BoS CoC coordinated entry process is localized to the 12 local planning groups that make up the CoC and follows the requirements, policies and procedures, and standardizations approved by the BoS Steering Committee. The BoS CoC Coordinated Entry’s standardized procedures are designed to:

· Allow anyone who needs housing assistance to know where to get assistance, to be assessed in a standard and consistent way, and to connect with services that best meet their needs;

· Ensure clarity, transparency, consistency, and accountability for those who are having a housing crisis and well as referral sources and homeless services providers throughout the assessment, referral, and service provision process;

· Ensure clients gain access to the most appropriate type of service intervention available to meet their immediate and long-term housing needs;

· Standardize data collection methods using HMIS (where applicable) to ensure client data is secure, authorized, protected, and shared according to all applicable laws and standards.

· Ensure those who are the most vulnerable and have the highest barriers are prioritized for resources.

Coordinated Entry is not a stand-alone solution to end homelessness or a solution to the shortage of affordable housing. Ending homelessness and increasing affordable housing takes community, state, federal, and private sector buy-in to make the decisions to prioritize, develop the capacity, and fund these efforts. CE is designed to streamline the homeless service system to meet the following objectives:

· Uniform and standardized assessments to be used for all those seeking assistance and procedures for determining the appropriate level of assistance to resolve their housing crisis;

· Establishment of uniform guidelines to include prevention, outreach, emergency shelter, transitional housing, rapid re-housing, and permanent supportive housing;

· Agreed upon prioritization for prevention and housing assistance; and

· Referral procedures to facilitate coordination to system providers and mainstream resources.



Access

· Coordinated Entry Access Points

Each LPG has either a centralized or multiple, physical, coordinated access points that ensure persons from across the entire geography of the LPG are able to access the homeless crisis response system.  In addition to access points, each LPG has one phone number where persons can access services.  This number is published on the DHCD website ( http://www.dhcd.virginia.gov/images/Housing/Crisis-Assistance-Directory.pdf )and throughout each LPG.

During non-business hours, each LPG will have an after-hours phone contact. This line will only be able to connect a person to temporary emergency shelter (hotel voucher, or shelter bed) if the resource is available, and to provide information on how to contact coordinated entry during regular business hours. If shelter is available, this will be treated the same as outreach and the client will be connected to coordinated entry the nest business day. This will be done virtually by HMIS, by phone, or via a physical location.

· Marketing Coordinated Entry

Each LPG will have marketing materials for coordinated entry to address FAQs.  At a minimum, the questions listed below will be answered. The answers to these questions may vary depending on the local planning group; but in general, the answers provided below give a general template for how the questions are answered. This documented will be distributed across the LPG to stakeholders including but not limited to: Dept. of Social Services, Food Banks, Community Service Boards, Police Dept., Public Schools, Community Colleges, Community Action Agencies, Homeless Service Providers, Housing Authorities, etc.

1. Who is the point of contact for Coordinated Entry?

2. What happens when a client shows up at a program for housing assistance?

Clients presenting at any community provider are referred to the nearest coordinated entry access point for triage via phone or physical location. 

3. What does the coordinated entry process look like for clients at an access point?

a. Client identifies current housing crisis and is triaged to address current need (prevention or homeless services).  

b. Based on need, immediate crisis is addressed (mediation, housing search, resource referral, emergency shelter referral, etc.). 

c. All households who are not unsheltered or in shelter are screened for diversion. This occurs by having a strengths-based conversation with the household to help them identify alternatives to shelter.

d. Once immediate crisis is obverted, an assessment is conducted to prioritize further services to obtain and/or stabilize housing.

e. Referrals to prevention, rapid re-housing and permanent supportive housing (where available) are made based on prioritization.

f. This process is conducted over the course of three to five days.



4. How are clients prioritized for services?

Clients are assessed using either the BoS Prevention Screening Tool or the VI-SPDAT depending on the housing crisis.  These tools help determine a household’s vulnerability and barriers to housing.  The score is used as the basis for prioritizing those who are in need of services.  Although, there may be extenuating circumstances that lead to an increased prioritization [target population (vets, DV, youth), funding availability, eligibility, pilot projects, etc.] for a specific household.



5. Will clients be automatically deemed eligible for housing services?

The access points do not determine eligibility or conduct a program intake; however, the access points do make referrals based on the information provided and coordinate with prevention, emergency shelter, transitional housing, rapid re-housing, and permanent supportive housing programs. 

Each LPG reviews/updates CE advertising and marketing materials at least annually to ensure that all individuals and families in need know how to access the CE system. CE system partners must post these materials in locations at their agency that are accessible to the public. The CoC also makes these materials available to other community-based organizations and at events. In addition, each LPG provides access updates to 211 annually.





· Cultural and Linguistic Competence

Cultural and linguistic competence involves understanding and appropriately responding to unique cultural variables, including age, ability, beliefs, ethnicity, experiences, gender identity, gender, linguistic background, national origin, religion, sexual orientation and socioeconomic status. CE staff are expected to be culturally and linguistically competent and are strongly encouraged to engage in training opportunities to build these skills. They are also expected to draw upon their experiences and growing knowledge of cultural and linguistic competence to assess the cultural and linguistic competency of tools, assessments, and strategies, and to develop referral partnerships with culturally and linguistically competent partners.

· Coordinated Entry and Outreach

Comprehensive and coordinated outreach, including to encampments, other unsheltered locations, and to community-based organizations, ensures that individuals and families in need have access, through the CE system, to safe, stable, and affordable housing, regardless of race, color, national origin, religion, sex, age, familial status, disability, actual or perceived sexual orientation, gender identity or marital status. 

When outreach workers identify households who are unsheltered and not engaged with a homeless services provider, the outreach worker connects the household to coordinated entry.  This may occur virtually via HMIS data entry, by phone, or via a physical location depending on the wishes of the households. If a household chooses not to accept services at the time of outreach, the outreach worker will continue to engage with the household and keep updated data to ensure services are prioritized appropriately once the persons agrees to accept housing assistance. 

· Coordinated Entry Access and Services

Access points collect minimal client information to triage the current housing crisis and assess safety.  If safety is a concern due to fleeing, or attempting to flee domestic violence, or a victim of trafficking the coordinated entry staff will assist the person in developing a temporary safety plan and provide immediate referral to the local domestic violence agency.  The household will then be prioritized and served via shelter and permanent housing services to meet their safety needs.

All households are engaged in a problem-solving conversation to address the household’s current housing crisis. This should include a discussion of alternative resources available to the household, linkages to mainstream and natural supports, and light-touch assistance. If diversion is not an appropriate option, then a shelter referral is made. 

All LPGs will have a coordinated entry project in HMIS (HCIS) and will have local planning group procedures regarding the data entry. HMIS is used for data collection, and tracking (except when DV is the reason for homelessness). At a minimum, collect the following for the head of household: name, gender, race, ethnicity, BoB, SSN, and other “red” questions as able. To exit the household the assessment disposition must be completed.

Assessment

Prior to conducting an assessment, the assessor must obtain and document consent, notify the client that they have the right to refuse to answer one or more assessment questions and that their refusal will not result in the denial of services. However, assessors are to also explain the purpose of the survey and to ensure the client understand that complete and honest answers will result in an increased ability to meet their needs.

The BoS CoC uses two assessment tools to help determine prioritization of services.

The BoS CoC created a prevention prioritization tool that includes both homeless vulnerability and housing barriers to prioritize the limited prevention resources. The prevention assessment tool is to be used to help determine prioritization for all household compositions.  

Once a household’s housing crisis is triaged at an access point and it is determined that the household is at imminent risk of homeless (14 days or less), then the coordinated entry staff will conduct the prevention prioritization assessment.  Based on eligibility and assessment score prevention providers are guided on service needs of households.

 21+: Prioritize for prevention services.

This assessment will be sent with a referral to the prevention service provider.  See prevention system procedures for further operating procedures.

The BoS CoC uses the Vulnerability Index - Service Prioritization Decision Assistance Tool (VI-SPDAT) as the common standardized assessment tool for those who are literally homeless. This assessment is conducted no more than 3 to 5 days after the household has been referred to shelter or once an outreach worker is able to establish rapport with an unsheltered or un-engaged household.  



Family Score: Recommendation:

0-3 no housing intervention

4-8 an assessment for rapid re-housing

9+ an assessment for permanent supportive housing



Individual Score: Recommendation:

0-3: no housing intervention

4-7: an assessment for rapid re-housing

8+: an assessment for permanent supportive housing



Prioritization

The CoC follows the guidance for PSH priority provided by HUD (CPD-14-012):

1. Chronically homeless individuals and families with the longest history of homelessness and with the most severe service needs

2. Chronically homeless individuals and families with the longest history of homelessness

3. Chronically homeless individuals and families with the most severe service needs

4. All other chronically homeless individuals and families

5. Homeless individuals and families with disability coming from places not meant for human habitation, safe havens, or emergency shelters

6. Homeless individuals and families with a disability coming from transitional housing

Outside of PSH, the BoS CoC prioritizes persons based on the vulnerability score determined using the VI-SPDAT along with other known information that may result in a household having increased vulnerabilities or higher barriers.

By-Name/Prioritization List 

Each LPG manages their own local By-Name List that is designed to provide a count of all homeless persons or specific sub-population experiencing homelessness, serve as a prioritization list, and is used to match households with the most appropriate housing intervention available.





The list contains the following data elements for each household:

-	Name and/or Unique Identifier

-	Demographics (DoB, gender, CH status, Veteran status, household configuration)

-	VI-SPDAT score

-	Current/last known location

-	Best housing resource (RR-H, PSH, Case Management only, other resources, etc.)

-	Housing offers

-	Lease date

-	Other notes (including review dates and updates)

The list is generated by HMIS and manually by those agencies not participating in HMIS.  One list is maintained and each LPG identifies the agency/staff to maintain the list. In order to be included on the By-Name List (as this is a shared document) the client must sign a release of that includes the following:

Client Name

Date of Birth

Agencies that will be sharing the information

List of information that may be shared

Purpose of sharing information

Client’s rights

Client’s Signature

Witness’ Signature

Clients who refuse to sign a release of information cannot be precluded from receiving services.

Referral

Based first on triaged need, the available resources in each LPG, and the requests of the household, the most appropriate referral is made including to a domestic violence provider if applicable.  After assessments are administered, additional services (case management, rapid re-housing, or permanent supportive housing) are made available based on priority level. All projects in the BoS obtain referrals from the coordinated entry process. The access points and the service programs coordinate referrals and ensure the access points have knowledge of program eligibility, availability, and intake processes in order to make appropriate referrals.

The eligibility of each program aligns with the established BoS Service Standards (page 6) and are published and made available to stakeholders in the BoS CoC. If persons seeking services are deemed ineligible for the referred service, the service program documents the reason for ineligibility and works in coordination with the access points to make further referrals.  If the access points do not have an appropriate referral, the reason must be documented.  

If a person’s needs fall outside of the homeless crisis response system, referrals are made to the most appropriate mainstream resource or when the access points do not have knowledge of the appropriate service; the access points make a referral to 211 Virginia- http://www.211virginia.org/consite/index.php   

Case Conferencing

The LPGs establish local level case conferencing processes that ensure holistic, coordinated, and integrated assistance across local providers; review progress and barriers of clients, identify and track systemic barriers, and strategize solutions across providers; and clarify roles and responsibilities to reduce duplication of series. During client review, case conferencing participants evaluate length of time homeless, safety, assessment results, household composition, client preferences, barriers and other challenges to integrate service approaches to rapidly house and stabilize those who are the most vulnerable.

Fair Housing, and other statutory regulatory requirements

All necessary steps are taken to ensure coordinated entry access is administered in accordance with the Fair Housing Act by promoting housing that is accessible to and usable by all persons including those with disabilities. The CE system complies with the non-discrimination requirements of the Fair Housing Act, which prohibits discrimination in all housing transactions based on race, national origin, sex, color, religion, disability status, familiar status, and elderliness. 

Additionally, all activities must be made available without regard to actual or perceived sexual orientation, gender identity, or marital status. Coordinated Entry staff are prohibited from inquiring about an applicant’s or participant’s sexual orientation or gender identity for the purpose of determining eligibility or otherwise making housing available. This does not prohibit an individual from voluntarily self-identifying sexual orientation or gender identity.



Service providers that make decisions about eligibility for or placement into single-sex emergency shelters or other facilities will place a potential program participant (or current program participant seeking a new assignment) in a shelter or facility that corresponds to the gender with which the person identifies, taking health and safety concerns into consideration. A program participant’s or potential program participant’s own views with respect to personal health and safety should be given serious consideration in making the placement. For instance, if the potential client requests to be placed based on his or her sex assigned at birth, the provider should place the individual in accordance with that request, consistent with health, safety, and privacy concerns. Providers must not make an assignment or reassignment based on complaints of another person when the sole stated basis of the complaint is a program participant or potential program participant’s non-conformance with gender stereotypes.







Required Trainings

Annually, each LPG’s coordinated entry committee must provide training to all members of the LPG on the CE process and procedures. Additionally, all persons who conduct VI-SPDAT assessments must complete the training offered for free by Orgcode.  The training is located at http://www.orgcode.com/vi_spdat. The LPG governing board must keep documentation of completion for this annual training.  The CA notifies LPGs when new information or updated versions are posted, but it is the LPGs responsibility to stay informed about changes and updates to the assessment and training tools. 

A LPG domestic violence service provider must provide safety planning training all coordinated entry staff. This training must be documented and maintained by the board of each LPG.

The BoS CoC lead will conduct an annual assessment via input sessions or surveys to determine the training needs of the LPGs.  Bi-Annually, training will take place with the entire BoS CoC members. In addition, LPG will receive individualized TA to assist in meeting the local system needs.

Grievance Policy

Each LPG must have a CE grievance policy.  All Individuals and families must have the option to file their grievances orally or in writing. All individuals’ or families’ concerns and grievances must be resolved promptly and fairly, in the most informed and appropriate manner.

Roles and Responsibilities of Parties





The Parties to this agreement will work closely together to ensure that all VA Career Works centers are high-performing work places with staff that will ensure quality of service.





All Parties to this agreement shall comply with: 


· Section 188 of the WIOA Nondiscrimination and Equal Opportunity Regulations (29 CFR Part 38; Final Rule, published December 2, 2016), 


· Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 (Public Law 88-352), 


· Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as amended, 


· The Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (Public Law 101-336), 


· The Jobs for Veterans Act (Public Law 107-288) pertaining to priority of service in programs funded by the U.S. Department of Labor, 


· Training and Employment Guidance Letter (TEGL) 37-14, Update on Complying with Nondiscrimination Requirements: Discrimination Based on Gender Identity, Gender Expression and Sex Stereotyping are Prohibited Forms of Sex Discrimination in the Workforce Development System and other guidance related to implementing WIOA sec. 188, 


· The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) (20 U.S.C. § 1232g; 34 CFR part 99), 


· Confidentiality requirements governing the protection and use of personal information held by the VR agency (34 CFR 361.38), 


· The confidentiality requirements governing the use of confidential information held by the State UI agency (20 CFR part 603), 


· All amendments to each, and 


· All requirements imposed by the regulations issued pursuant to these acts.

Chief Elected Official 





The CEO for the Local Workforce Development Area (LWDA) is the New River/Mount Rogers Workforce Development Area Consortium Board.  The CEO will, at a minimum: 


· Approve the Local Workforce Development Board (LWDB) budget and workforce center cost allocation plan


· Approve the selection of the one-stop operator following the competitive procurement process, and 


· Coordinate with the LWDB to oversee the operations of the LWDA VA Career Works system. 











Local Workforce Development Board





The Local WDB ensures the workforce-related needs of employers, workers, and job seekers in the LWDA are met, to the maximum extent possible with available resources. The LWDB will, at a minimum: 


· In partnership with the CEO and other applicable partners within the LWDA, develop and submit a LWDA plan that includes a description of the activities that shall be undertaken by the LWDB and its Partners, and that aligns its strategic vision, goals, objectives, and workforce-related policies to the regional plan and economy, 


· In cooperation with the Local CEO, design and approve the VA Career Works system structure. This includes, but is not limited to: 


· Adequate, sufficient, and accessible one-stop center locations and facilities, 


· Sufficient numbers and types of providers of career and training services (including eligible providers with expertise in assisting individuals with disabilities and eligible providers with expertise in assisting adults in need of adult education and literacy activities), 


· A holistic system of supporting services, and 


· One or more competitively procured one-stop operators. 


· In collaboration with the CEO, designate through a competitive process, oversee, monitor, implement corrective action, and, if applicable, terminate the one-stop operator(s),


· Determine the role and day-to-day duties of the one-stop operator, 


· Approve annual budget allocations for operation of the VA Career Works system, 


· Help the one-stop operator recruit operational partners and negotiate MOUs with new Partners, 


· Leverage additional funding for the VA Career Works system to operate and expand one-stop customer activities and resources, and 


· Review and evaluate performance of the LWDA and one-stop operator. 








Local Workforce Development Board Staff





Specific responsibilities include, at a minimum: 


· Assist the CEO and the LWDB with the development and submission of a LWDA plan, 


· Support the LWDB with the implementation and execution of the LWDA vision, goals, objectives, and workforce-related policies, including all duties outlined above, 


· Provide operational and grant-specific guidance to the one-stop operator, 


· Investigate and resolve elevated customer complaints and grievance issues, 


· Prepare regular reports and recommendations to the LWDB, and 


· Oversee negotiations and maintenance of MOUs with one-stop Partners.














One-Stop Operator(s)





People, Inc. will oversee seven (7) Center Managers who will act as “functional leaders”. As such, they will have the authority to organize partner staff, in order to optimize and streamline service delivery efforts. Formal leadership, supervision, and performance responsibilities will remain with each staff member’s employer of record. The one-stop operator, through the Center Managers, will, at a minimum:


· Manage daily operations, including but not limited to: 


· Managing and coordinating Partner responsibilities, as defined in this MOU, 


· Managing hours of operation, including the once weekly extended hours of operation, 


· Coordinating daily work schedules and work flow based upon operational needs, and 


· Coordinating staff vacations/unscheduled absences with the formal leader to ensure service coverage by center staff. 


· Assist the Local WDB in establishing and maintaining the VA Career Works system structure. This includes but is not limited to: 


· Ensuring that State requirements for center certification are met and maintained, 


· Ensuring that career services such the ones outlined in WIOA sec. 134(c)(2) are available and accessible, 


· Ensuring that LWDB policies are implemented and adhered to, 


· Adhering to the provisions outlined in the contract with the _______________________________ and the _____________________________________ Business Plan, 


· Reinforcing strategic objectives of the LWDB to Partners, and 


· Ensuring staff are properly trained by their formal leadership organizations and provided technical assistance, as needed. 


· Ensuring integration of systems and services coordination for the center and its partners, placing priority on customer service. 


· Integrated Workforce Service Delivery, as defined by WIOA, means organizing and implementing services by function (rather than by program), when permitted by a program’s authorizing statute and as appropriate, and by coordinating policies, staff communication, capacity building, and training efforts. 


· Ensuring functional alignment includes having one-stop center staff who perform similar tasks serve on relevant functional teams, e.g. Skills Development Team or Business Services Team. 


· Ensuring service integration focuses on serving all customers seamlessly (including targeted populations) by providing a full range of services staffed by cross-functional teams, consistent with the purpose, scope, and requirements of each program. 


· Ensuring services are seamless to the customer, meaning the services are free of cumbersome transitions or duplicative registrations from one program service to another and there is a smooth customer flow to access the array of services available in the workforce center. 


· Oversee and coordinate partner, program, and VA Career Works system performance. This includes but is not limited to: 


· Providing and/or contributing to reports of center activities, as requested by the LWDB, 


· Providing input to the formal leader (partner program official) on the work performance of staff under their purview, 


· Notifying the formal leader immediately of any staff leave requests or unexcused absences, disciplinary needs, or changes in employee status, 


· Identifying and facilitating the timely resolution of complaints, problems, and other issues, 


· Collaborating with the LWDB on efforts designed to ensure the meeting of program performance measures, including data sharing procedures to ensure effective data matching, timely data entry into the case management systems, and coordinated data batch downloads (while ensuring the confidentiality requirements of FERPA, 34 CFR 361.38, and 20 CFR part 603), 


· Ensuring open communication with the formal leader(s) in order to facilitate efficient and effective center operations,


· Evaluating customer satisfaction data and propose service strategy changes to the LWDB based on findings. 


· Manage fiscal responsibilities and records for the center. This includes assisting the LWDB with cost allocations and the maintenance and reconciliation of one-stop center operation budgets. 





The one-stop operator will not assist in the development, preparation and submission of Local plans. They cannot manage or assist in future competitive processes for selecting operators or select or terminate one-stop operators, career services providers, or Youth providers. The operator cannot negotiate local performance accountability measures or develop and submit budgets for activities of the LWDB.  The LWDB is responsible for the negotiated performance measures, strategic planning, budgets, and one-stop operator oversight (including monitoring.








Partners 





Each partner commits to cross-training of staff, as appropriate, and to providing other professional learning opportunities that promote continuous quality improvement. 





Partners will further promote system integration to the maximum extent feasible through: 


· Effective communication, information sharing, and collaboration with the one-stop operator, 


· Joint planning, policy development, and system design processes, 


· Commitment to the joint mission, vision, goals, strategies, and performance measures as delineated in the local plan, 


· The design and use of common intake, assessment, referral, and case management processes, 


· The use of common and/or linked data management systems and data sharing methods, as appropriate, 


· Leveraging of resources, including other public agency and non-profit organization services, 


· Participation in a continuous improvement process designed to boost outcomes and increase customer satisfaction, and 


· Participation in regularly scheduled Partner meetings to exchange information in support of the above and encourage program and staff integration. 





Data Sharing





Partners agree that the use of high-quality, integrated data is essential to inform decisions made by policymakers, employers, and job seekers. Additionally, it is vital to develop and maintain an integrated case management system, as appropriate, that informs customer service throughout customers’ interaction with the integrated system and allows information collected from customers at intake to be captured once. 





Partners further agree that the collection, use, and disclosure of customers’ personally identifiable information (PII) is subject to various requirements set forth in Federal and State privacy laws. Partners acknowledge that the execution of this MOU, by itself, does not function to satisfy all of these requirements. 





All data, including customer PII, collected, used, and disclosed by partners will be subject to the following: 


· Customer PII will be properly secured in accordance with the Local WDB’s policies and procedures regarding the safeguarding of PII. 


· The collection, use, and disclosure of customer education records, and the PII contained therein, as defined under FERPA, shall comply with FERPA and applicable State privacy laws. 


· All confidential data contained in UI wage records must be protected in accordance with the requirements set forth in 20 CFR part 603. 


· All personal information contained in VR records must be protected in accordance with the requirements set forth in 34 CFR 361.38. 


· Customer data may be shared with other programs, for those programs’ purposes, within the VA Career Works system only after the informed written consent of the individual has been obtained, where required. 


· Customer data will be kept confidential, consistent with Federal and State privacy laws and regulations. 


· All data exchange activity will be conducted in machine readable format, such as HTML or PDF, for example, and in compliance with Section 508 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as amended (29 U.S.C. § 794 (d)).





All one-stop center and partner staff will be trained in the protection, use, and disclosure requirements governing PII and any other confidential data for all applicable programs, including FERPA-protected education records, confidential information in UI records, and personal information in VR records





Confidentiality





All parties expressly agree to abide by all applicable Federal, State, and local laws and regulations regarding confidential information, including PII from educational records, such as but not limited to 20 CFR Part 603, 45 CFR Section 205.50, 20 USC 1232g and 34 CFR part 99, and 34 CFR 361.38, as well as any applicable State and local laws and regulations. In addition, in carrying out their respective responsibilities, each Party shall respect the confidentiality policies and legal requirements of all of the other Parties. 





Each party will ensure that the collection and use of any information, systems, or records that contain PII and other personal or confidential information will be limited to purposes that support the programs and activities described in this MOU and will comply with applicable law. 





Each Party will ensure that access to software systems and files under its control that contain PII or other personal or confidential information will be limited to authorized staff members who are assigned responsibilities in support of the services and activities described herein and will comply with applicable law. Each Party expressly agrees to take measures to ensure that no PII or other personal or confidential information is accessible by unauthorized individuals. 





To the extent that confidential, private, or otherwise protected information needs to be shared amongst the Parties for the Parties’ performance of their obligations under this MOU, and to the extent that such sharing is permitted by applicable law, the appropriate data sharing agreements will be created and required confidentiality and ethical certifications will be signed by authorized individuals. With respect to confidential unemployment insurance information, any such data sharing must comply with all of the requirements in 20 CFR Part 603, including but not limited to requirements for an agreement consistent with 20 CFR 603.10, payments of costs, and permissible disclosures. 





With respect to the use and disclosure of FERPA-protected customer education records and the PII contained therein, any such data sharing agreement must comply with all of the requirements set forth in 20 U.S.C. § 1232g and 34 CFR Part 99. 





With respect to the use and disclosure of personal information contained in VR records, any such data sharing agreement must comply with all of the requirements set forth in 34 CFR 361.38.








Referrals





The primary principle of the referral system is to provide integrated and seamless delivery of services to workers, job seekers, and employers. In order to facilitate such a system, Partners agree to:


· Familiarize themselves with the basic eligibility and participation requirements, as well as with the available services and benefits offered, for each of the Partners’ programs represented in the New River/Mount Rogers Region VA Career Works system, 


· Develop materials summarizing their program requirements and making them available for Partners and customers, 


· Develop and utilize common intake, eligibility determination, assessment, and registration forms, 


· Provide substantive referrals – in accordance with the XYZ Local WDA Referral Policy – to customers who are eligible for supplemental and complementary services and benefits under partner programs, 


· Regularly evaluate ways to improve the referral process, including the use of customer satisfaction surveys, 


· Commit to robust and ongoing communication required for an effective referral process, and 


· Commit to actively follow up on the results of referrals and assuring that Partner resources are being leveraged at an optimal level. 














Accessibility





Accessibility to the services provided by the VA Career Works centers and all Partner agencies is essential to meeting the requirements and goals of the local service delivery system. Job seekers and businesses must be able to access all information relevant to them via visits to physical locations as well as in virtual spaces, regardless of gender, age, race, religion, national origin, disability, veteran’s status, or on the basis of any other classification protected under state or federal law.





Physical Accessibility





One-stop centers will maintain a culture of inclusiveness and the physical characteristics of the facility, both indoor and outdoor, will meet the latest standards of accessible design. Services will be available in a convenient, high traffic, and accessible location, taking into account reasonable distance from public transportation and adequate parking (including parking clearly marked for individuals with disabilities). Indoor space will be designed in an “equal and meaningful” manner providing access for individuals with disabilities.  





Virtual Accessibility





The LWDB will work with the VA Workforce Development Board (VA WDB) to ensure that job seekers, workers and businesses have access to the same information online as they do in a physical facility. Information must be clearly marked and compliant with Section 508 of the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services code. Partners will comply with the Plain Writing Act of 2010; the law that requires that federal agencies use "clear Government communication that the public can understand and use" and all information kept virtually will be updated regularly to ensure dissemination of correct information. 





Partners should either have their own web presence via a website and/or the use of social media, or work out a separate agreement with the local board to post content through its website.





Communication Accessibility





Communications access, for purposes of this MOU, means that individuals with sensory disabilities can communicate (and be communicated with) on an equal footing with those who do not have such disabilities. All Partners agree that they will provide accommodations for individuals who have communication challenges, including but not limited to individuals who are deaf and hard of hearing, individuals with vision impairments, and individuals with speech-language impairments.

Programmatic Accessibility





All Partners agree that they will not discriminate in their employment practices or services on the basis of gender, gender identity and/or expression, age, race, religion, national origin, disability, veteran’s status, or on the basis of any other classification protected under state or federal law. Partners must assure that they have policies and procedures in place to address these issues, and that such policies and procedures have been disseminated to their employees and otherwise posted as required by law. Partners further assure that they are currently in compliance with all applicable state and federal laws and regulations regarding these issues. 





All Partners will cooperate with compliance monitoring that is conducted at the local level to ensure that all VA Career Works programs, services, technology, and materials are physically and programmatically accessible and available to all.  Additionally, staff members will be trained to provide services to all, regardless of range of abilities, mobility, age, language, learning style, or comprehension or education level.  An interpreter will be provided in real time or, if not available, within a reasonable timeframe to any customer with a language barrier.  Assistive devices, such as screen-reading software programs (e.g., JAWS and DRAGON) and assistive listening devices must be available to ensure physical and programmatic accessibility within the local service delivery system.








Outreach





The LWDB and its Partners will develop and implement a strategic outreach plan that will include, at a minimum: 


· Specific steps to be taken by each partner, 


· An outreach plan to the region’s human resources professionals, 


· An outreach and recruitment plan to the region’s job seekers, including targeted efforts for populations most at-risk or most in need, 


· An outreach and recruitment plan for out-of-school youth, 


· Sector strategies and career pathways, 


· Connections to registered apprenticeship, 


· A plan for messaging to internal audiences, 


· An outreach tool kit for Partners, 


· Regular use of social media, 


· Clear objectives and expected outcomes, and 


· Leveraging of any statewide outreach materials relevant to the region. 









Non-Discrimination and Equal Opportunity





All parties to this MOU certify that they prohibit, and will continue to prohibit, discrimination, and they certify that no person, otherwise qualified, is denied employment, services, or other benefits on the basis of: (i) political or religious opinion or affiliation, marital status, sexual orientation, gender, gender identification and/or expression, race, color, creed, or national origin; (ii) sex or age, except when age or sex constitutes a bona fide occupational qualification; or (iii) the physical or mental disability of a qualified individual with a disability. 





The parties specifically agree that they will comply with Section 188 of the WIOA Nondiscrimination and Equal Opportunity Regulations (29 CFR Part 38; Final Rule December 2, 2016), the Americans with Disabilities Act (42 U.S.C. 12101 et seq.), the Non-traditional Employment for Women Act of 1991, titles VI and VII of the Civil Rights of 1964, as amended, Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as amended, the Age Discrimination Act of 1967, as amended, title IX of the Education Amendments of 1972, as amended, and with all applicable requirements imposed by or pursuant to regulations implementing those laws, including but not limited to 29 CFR Part 37 and 38.








Responsibilities of the Parties





All parties to this MOU recognize the Partnership consists of various levels of government, not-for-profit, and for-profit entities.  Each party to this agreement shall be responsible for injury to persons or damage to property resulting from negligence on the part of itself, its employees, its agents, or its officers.  No Partner assumes any responsibility for any other party, State or non-State, for the consequences of any act or omission of any third party.  The parties acknowledge the __________________________________ and the one-stop operator have no responsibility and/or liability for any actions of the one-stop center employees, agents, and/or assignees.  Likewise, the parties have no responsibility and/or liability for any actions of the LWDB or the one-stop operator.  Nothing herein will be construed as a waiver of the sovereign immunity of the Commonwealth of Virginia.








Severability





If any part of this MOU is found to be null and void or is otherwise stricken, the rest of this MOU shall remain in force.








Drug and Alcohol-free Workplace





All parties to this MOU certify they will comply with the Drug-Free Workplace Act of 1988, 41 U.S.C. 702 et seq., and 2 CFR part 182 which require that all organizations receiving grants from any Federal agency maintain a drug-free workplace. The recipient must notify the awarding office if an employee of the recipient is convicted of violating a criminal drug statute.  Failure to comply with these requirements may be cause for suspension or debarment under 2 CFR part 180, as adopted by the U.S. Department of Education at 2 CFR 3485, and the U.S. Department of Labor regulations at 29 CFR part 94.








Certification Regarding Lobbying





All parties shall comply with the Byrd Anti-Lobbying Amendment (31 U.S.C. Section1352), 29 C.F.R. Part 93, and 34 CFR part 82, as well as the requirements in the Uniform Guidance at 2 CFR 200.450. The parties shall not lobby federal entities using federal funds and will disclose lobbying activities as required by law and regulations.








Debarment and Suspension





All parties shall comply with the debarment and suspension requirements (E.0.12549 and12689) and 2 CFR part 180 and as adopted by the U.S. Department of Labor at 29 CFR part 2998 and by the U.S. Department of Education at 2 CFR 3485.








Priority of Service





All parties certify that they will adhere to all statutes, regulations, policies, and plans regarding priority of service, including, but not limited to, priority of service for veterans and their eligible spouses, and priority of service for the WIOA title I Adult program, as required by 38 U.S.C. sec. 4215 and its implementing regulations and guidance, and WIOA sec. 134(c)(3)(E) and its implementing regulations and guidance. Partners will target recruitment of special populations that receive a focus for services under WIOA, such as individuals with disabilities, low-income individuals, basic skills deficient youth, and English language learners.








Buy American Provision





Each Party that receives funds made available under title I or II of WIOA or under the Wagner-Peyser Act (29 U.S.C. Section 49, et. seq.) certifies that it will comply with Sections 8301 through 8303 of title 41 of the United States Code (commonly known as the “Buy American Act.”) and as referenced in WIOA Section 502 and 20 CFR 683.200(f).








Salary Compensation and Bonus Limitations





Each party certifies that, when operating grants funded by the U.S. Department of Labor, it complies with TEGL 05-06, Implementing the Salary and Bonus Limitations in Public Law 109-234, and Public Laws 114-113 (Division H, title I, Section 105) and 114-223, and WIOA section 194(15)(A), restricting the use of federal grant funds for compensation and bonuses of an individual, whether charged to either direct or indirect, at a rate in excess of the Federal Office of Personnel Management Executive Level II.












Non-Assignment





Except as otherwise indicated herein, no party may, during the term of this MOU or any renewals or extensions of this MOU, assign or subcontract all or any part of the MOU without prior written consent of all other parties.








Governing Law





This MOU will be construed, interpreted, and enforced according to the laws of the Commonwealth of Virginia.  All parties shall comply with all applicable Federal and State laws and regulations, and Local laws to the extent that they are not in conflict with State or Federal requirements.








Dispute Resolution





The following section details the dispute resolution process designed for use by the partners when unable to successfully reach an agreement necessary to execute the MOU. (Note: This is separate from the LWDA Customer Grievance and Complaint Management Policy.)  A disagreement is considered to have reached the level of dispute resolution when an issue arises out of the development and negotiation of an MOU that is not easily coming to a point of resolution.  It is the responsibility of the LWDB Chair (or designee) to coordinate the MOU dispute resolution to ensure that issues are being resolved appropriately.  Any party to the MOU may seek resolution under this process. 


· All parties are advised to actively participate in Local negotiations in a good faith effort to reach agreement. Any disputes shall first be attempted to be resolved informally. 


· Should informal resolution efforts fail, the dispute resolution process must be formally initiated by the petitioner seeking resolution.  The petitioner must send a notification to the LWDB Chair (or designee) and all parties to the MOU regarding the conflict within ________________ business days. 


· The LWDB Chair (or designee) shall place the dispute on the agenda of a special meeting of the LWDB’s Executive Committee. The Executive Committee shall attempt to mediate and resolve the dispute. Disputes shall be resolved by a 2/3 majority consent of the Executive Committee members present. 


· The decision of the Executive Committee shall be final and binding unless such a decision is in contradiction of applicable State and Federal laws or regulations governing the partner agencies. 


· The right of appeal no longer exists when a decision is final.  Additionally, final decisions will not be precedent-setting or binding on future conflict resolutions unless they are officially stated in this procedure. 


· The Executive Committee must provide a written response and dated summary of the proposed resolution to all Parties to the MOU. 


· The LWDB Chair (or designee) will contact the petitioner and the appropriate parties to verify that all are in agreement with the proposed resolution.








Modification Process





1.  Notification of Partners





When a partner wishes to modify the MOU, the partner must first provide written notification to all signatories of the existing MOU and outline the proposed modification(s).





2. Discussion/Negotiation





Upon notification, the LWDB Chair (or designee) must ensure that discussions and negotiations related to the proposed modification take place with partners in a timely manner and as appropriate. 





Depending upon the type of modification, this can be accomplished through email communications of all the parties. If the proposed modification is extensive and is met with opposition, the LWDB Chair (or designee) may need to call a meeting of the parties to resolve the issue. Upon agreement of all parties, a modification will be processed. 





If the modification involves substitution of a party that will not impact any of the terms of the agreement, it can be accomplished by the original party and the new party entering into an MOU that includes the LWDB, wherein the new party assumes all of the rights and obligations of the original party.  Upon execution, the LWDB Chair (or designee) presents the agreement as a proposed modification to the MOU, and the remaining steps are followed. 





If determined that a partner is unwilling to agree to the MOU modification, the LWDB Chair (or designee) must ensure that the process in the Dispute Resolution section as outline above is followed.





3. Signatures





The LWDB Chair (or designee) must immediately circulate the MOU modification and secure partner signatures. The modified MOU will be considered fully executed once all signatories have reviewed and signed. 





The modification may be signed in counterparts, meaning each signatory can sign a separate document as long as the LWDB Chair (or designee) acquires signatures of each party and provides a complete copy of the modification with each party’s signature to all the other Parties.



































Effective Period





This MOU is entered into on _____________________. This MOU will become effective as of the date of signing by the final signatory below and must terminate no later than_____________________, unless any of the reasons in the Termination section apply.





This MOU is entered into as of September 30, 2019 and shall expire no later than June 30, 2022, unless any of the reasons in the Termination section apply.











Termination





This MOU will remain in effect until the end date specified in the Effective Period section, unless: 


· All parties mutually agree to terminate this MOU prior to the end date. 


· Federal oversight agencies charged with the administration of WIOA are unable to appropriate funds or if funds are not otherwise made available for continued performance for any fiscal period of this MOU succeeding the first fiscal period. Any party unable to perform pursuant to MOU due to lack of funding shall notify the other parties as soon as the party has knowledge that funds may be unavailable for the continuation of activities under this MOU. 


· WIOA is repealed or superseded by subsequent federal law. 


· Local area designation is changed under WIOA. 


· A party breaches any provision of this MOU and such breach is not cured within thirty (30) days after receiving written notice from the LWDB Chair (or designee) specifying such breach in reasonable detail. In such event, the non-breaching party(s) shall have the right to terminate this MOU by giving written notice thereof to the party in breach, upon which termination will go into effect immediately. 





In the event of termination, the parties to the MOU must convene within thirty (30) days[footnoteRef:1] after the breach of the MOU to discuss the formation of the successor MOU. At that time, allocated costs must be addressed.  [1:  The time period incorporated here, and throughout this Example MOU, is for hypothetical purposes only. Neither WIOA nor its implementing regulations impose such a requirement.  ] 






Any party may request to terminate its inclusion in this MOU by following the modification process identified in the Modification Process section above. 





All Parties agree that this MOU shall be reviewed not less than once every year to ensure appropriate funding and delivery of services.

















RESOURCE SHARING AGREEMENT





The purpose of this section is to establish a financial plan, including terms and conditions, to fund the services and operating costs of the LWDA VA Career Works Centers   The Parties to this MOU agree that joint funding is a necessary foundation for an integrated service delivery system. The goal of the Resource Sharing Agreement (RSA) is to develop the overarching parameters in establishing a funding mechanism that: 


· Establishes and maintains the Local workforce delivery system at a level that meets the needs of the job seekers and businesses in the Local area;


· Reduces duplication and maximizes program impact through the sharing of services, resources, and technologies among partners (thereby improving each program’s effectiveness);


· Reduces overhead costs for any one partner by streamlining and sharing financial, procurement, and facility costs;


· Ensures that costs are appropriately shared by VA Career Works partners by determining contributions based on the proportionate use of the one-stop centers and relative benefits received, and requiring that all funds are spent solely for allowable purposes in a manner consistent with the applicable authorizing statutes and all other applicable legal requirements, including the Uniform Guidance;


· Outlines and describes infrastructure costs; and,


· Describes additional costs (career services and shared services)[footnoteRef:2] [2:  Additional Costs:  WIOA Section 121(i)(1) / Final Rule 678.760
] 






The partners consider this RSA the master budget that is necessary to maintain the LWDA’s high-standard VA Career Works system. Furthermore, the Resource Sharing Agreement (RSA) will be the actual document that reflects each partner’s shared cost, or contribution, of funding the LWDA local VA Career Works Center(s) pursuant to the provisions of this MOU and its subparts. 





LWDB and partners must complete the VA LWDA One-Stop Center Budget and Cost Allocation Template, for each Center. Once completed, this document(s) will be accepted by all parties as the RSA, or per federal grant language, the Infrastructure Funding Agreement (IFA). These two acronyms (RSA & IFA) are interchangeable.  RSA will be reviewed on an annual basis, recognized as a separate agreement to this MOU and that all parties may announce their consensus of the RSA through the exchange of correspondence between the LWDB and partners or by some other agreed upon procedure.





All costs will be allocated according to partners’ proportionate use and relative benefits received, and reconciled on a quarterly basis against actual costs incurred and adjusted accordingly. The VA Career Works RSA is expected to be transparent and negotiated among partners on an equitable basis to ensure costs are shared appropriately. All Partners must negotiate in good faith and seek to establish outcomes that are reasonable and fair.








RSA Timeline





Cost Allocation Methodology 





Within the one-stop system, a variety of allocation methods may be used as agreed upon by the partners, which reflect the best measure of benefit received by the partner programs.  The VA LWDA One-Stop Center Budget and Cost Allocation template only provides the following three options: (1) number of partner program positions dedicated to the one-stop center services; (2) square feet occupied by partner program staff; and (3) number of one-stop center customers served by partner program.








Cost Reconciliation and Allocation Base Update





All parties agree that a quarterly reconciliation of budgeted and actual costs and update of the allocation bases will be completed in accordance with the following process: 


· Partners will provide the LWDB with the following information no later than thirty (30) days[footnoteRef:3] after the end of each quarter, as applicable:  [3:  The time period incorporated here, and throughout this Example MOU, is for hypothetical purposes only. Neither WIOA nor its implementing regulations impose such a requirement.  ] 



· Quarterly cost information and documentation of the actual costs, 


· Updated staffing information (per the 1st day of a new program year and the 1st day of each subsequent quarter), and


· Updated square feet occupied, and 


· Actual customer participation numbers (per the last day of the last month of each quarter). 


· Upon receipt of the above information, the LWDB, or Fiscal Agent, will provide a RSA – Financial Status Report on or before 45 days after the end of the quarter.








INFRASTRUCTURE FUNDING





Infrastructure costs are defined as non-personnel costs that are necessary for the general operation of the VA Career Works Center(s) including, but not limited to: 


· Rental of the facilities; 


· Utilities and maintenance; 


· Equipment, including assessment-related products and assistive technology for individuals with disabilities; and, 


· Technology to facilitate access to the American Job Center, including technology used for the center’s planning and outreach activities. 





All Parties to this MOU and separate RSAs for the Center(s) recognize that infrastructure costs are applicable to all required Partners, whether they are physically located in the center or not.[footnoteRef:4]  Each partner’s contributions to these costs, however, may vary, as these contributions are based on the proportionate use and relative benefit received, consistent with the Partner programs’ authorizing laws and regulations and the Uniform Guidance. [4:  When a local board has determined that a required program is not represented in the local workforce area (i.e., local area), then there is no requirement to include that program in the MOU.  For Example:  If there are no employment and training activities carried out by the Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) in the local area, then HUD would not be required to be a partner in that local workforce service delivery system.  Thus HUD would not be a party to that local MOU.  Note:  It must be articulated in the MOU that a required program(s) is not available in the local area.] 









Partners





Partners funding the costs of infrastructure according to the RSA are the same as identified in the RSA separate agreement for the Center(s).








Cost Allocation Methodology





All Parties agree that the cost allocation methodology for the costs of one-stop infrastructure will be the same as described in the Cost Allocation Methodology section of the MOU, subpart Resource Sharing Agreement.








Cost Reconciliation and Allocation Base Update





All Parties agree that the cost reconciliation and allocation base update for the infrastructure costs will be the same as described in the Cost Reconciliation and Allocation Base Update section of the MOU, subpart Resource Sharing Agreement.

Attachment A: Definitions








One-Stop Delivery System





The one-stop delivery system (herein also referred to as the VA Career Works Service Delivery System) brings together workforce development, educational, and other human resource services in a seamless customer-focused service delivery network that enhances access to the programs’ services and improves long-term employment outcomes for individuals receiving assistance. One-stop partners administer separately funded programs as a set of integrated streamlined services to customers. 


[20 CFR 678.300(a); 34 CFR 361.300(a); and 34 CFR 463.300(a)]





Infrastructure Costs





Non-personnel costs that are necessary for the general operation of the one-stop center, including but not limited to applicable facility costs (such as rent), costs of utilities and maintenance, equipment (including assessment-related products and assistive technology for individuals with disabilities), and technology to facilitate access to the one-stop center, including technology used for the center’s planning and outreach activities. Common identifier costs may be considered as costs of one-stop infrastructure. 


[WIOA sec. 121(h)(4); 20 CFR 678.700(a)-(b); 34 CFR 361.700(a)-(b); and 34 CFR 463.700(a)-(b)]








Additional Costs





Shared operating costs and shared services costs may include costs of shared services that are authorized for and may be commonly provided through the one-stop Partner programs, including initial intake, assessment of needs, appraisal of basic skills, identification of appropriate services, referrals to other one-stop Partners, and business services. 


[WIOA sec. 121(i)(2); 20 CFR 678.760(b); 34CFR 361.760(b); 34 CFR 463.760(b); and TEGL 17-16, RSA TAC 17-03, and OCTAE Program Memo 17-3, Infrastructure Funding of the One-Stop Delivery System (pp. 4-5, Attachment II)]





Resource Sharing Agreement (RSA)





The resource sharing agreement (RSA) of VA Career Works Center(s) is the financial plan that the one-stop partners, the CEO, and the Local WDB have agreed to in the MOU that will be used to achieve their goals of delivering services in a local area. The MOU must contain, among other things, provisions describing how the costs of shared services provided by the one-stop system and the operating costs of such system will be funded, including the infrastructure costs for the one-stop system (WIOA sec. 121(c)(2)(A) and 20 CFR 678.500(b)). 





The RSA may be considered the master budget that contains a set of resource sharing agreement budgets (RSA) or components that consist of costs that are specifically identified in the statute: infrastructure costs, defined in WIOA sec. 121(h)(4); and additional costs which must include applicable career services and may include shared operating costs and shared services that are related to the operation of the one-stop delivery system and do not constitute infrastructure costs. These additional costs are described in WIOA sec. 121(i). The resource sharing agreement must be periodically reconciled against actual costs incurred and adjusted accordingly. This reconciliation helps to ensure that the budget reflect a cost allocation methodology that demonstrates how infrastructure costs are charged to each partner in proportion to the partner’s use of the one-stop center and relative benefit received. The one-stop operating budget may be further refined by the one-stop partners, as needed, to assist in tracking their contributions. It may be necessary at times to separate the budget of a comprehensive one-stop center from a specialized one-stop center or an affiliate one-stop center. 





One-Stop operating costs include infrastructure costs and additional costs, which are made up of applicable career service, shared operating costs and shared services.

			Understanding Racial Disparity in Your CoC


						Each community has unique circumstances impacting homeless populations. The CoC Analysis Tool draws on Point-In-Time Count and American Community Survey data to facilitate analysis of racial disparities among people experiencing homelessness. Such an analysis is a critical first step in identifying and changing racial and ethnic bias in our systems and services.


			How to Use the Tool


						Select a CoC from the dropdown at the top of the Dashboard tab. The charts and tables will automatically populate with local and state data. 


						The first bar chart shows racial distributions for the selected CoC for all people living in poverty, people experiencing homelessness, and people experiencing unsheltered homelessness. By comparing racial distributions between persons experiencing homelessness and persons experiencing poverty, we are able to identify racial disparities in homelessness that poverty alone cannot account for.  


						The bar charts also include the racial distribution for individuals in families with children who were experiencing homelessness. Note: for these individuals, the race data is based on the racial identity of the head of household. It is a proxy and may not accurately represent the racial identity of all household members.


						The bar chart in the center and on the right show the racial disparities for youth and veterans experiencing homelessness, respectively.


			Example Reading of Distribution of Race Chart





						For example, when reading the chart below, we see that 17% of all people living in poverty in the CoC identified as Black in the 2011-2015 American Community Survey. We also see that 33% of people experiencing homelessness in the Point-In-Time Count identified as Black. This demonstrates a large racial disparity in homelessness, beyond the impact of poverty alone. What other factors might contribute to this disparity?



						Looking at families with children experiencing homelessness in this sample CoC, though we see that 29% of those living in poverty are white, only 18% of people in families with children that are experiencing homelessness are white.


						Note: Race data for individuals in families is based on the racial identity of the head of household. It is a proxy and may not accurately represent the racial identity of all household members.








						The next set of bar charts in the Dashboard displays the distribution of Hispanic and Non-Hispanic groups in the same configurations, enabling a comparison between rates of poverty and rates of homelessness amongst singles, families, youth, and veterans.


						The CoC Data tables below the charts include the data that is represented in the charts as well as additional detail, including overall racial distribution in the CoC and racial distribution among persons experiencing sheltered homelessness. 


						The State Data table provides a broader context with racial distributions for the entire state, those in poverty, and persons experiencing homelessness, with a breakout of families with children.


			Example Reading of CoC Data Table





						In this example CoC, 23% of people in families with children are Hispanic. We see higher rates of Hispanic ethnicity when we look at families in poverty, at 30%, and even higher rates for families experiencing homelessness, at 45%.

			Definition and Data Sources for Homelessness


						The number of people experiencing homelessness represented in this tool is drawn from the 2017 Point-In-Time (PIT) Count data reported in the Annual Homeless Assessment Report (AHAR) to the U.S Congress. PIT Counts are unduplicated 1-night estimates of sheltered and unsheltered homeless populations conducted by CoCs nationwide during the last week of January each year. 


						People who are experiencing sheltered homelessness are defined as "an individual or family living in a supervised publicly or privately operated shelter designated to provide temporary living arrangement (including congregrate shelters, transitional housing, and hotels and motels paid for by charitable organizations or by federal, state, or local government programs for low-income individuals," as defined at 24 CFR 578.3 of the Homeless Definition Final Rule.


						People who are experiencing unsheltered homelessness are defined as "an individual or family with a primary nighttime residence that is a public or private place not designed for or ordinarily used as a regular sleeping accommodation for human beings, including a car, park, abandoned building, bus or train station, airport, or camping ground," as defined at 24 CFR 578.3 of the Homeless Definition Final Rule.

						PIT Count data is not perfect- methodologies vary place to place and year to year; the unsheltered count is particularly challenging. While some CoC PIT data may include duplication of households, it is more likely that PIT data is an undercount, due to not all homeless households being identified. Staffing, weather, and geography all have an impact on the data. In most communities there remains a need for improved data accuracy and increased cultural competence in outreach and engagement. 



						Nevertheless, PIT Count Data is an important indicator to consider, and our best available estimate of rates of homelessness in a given community. More information on the PIT Count and AHAR can be found here:

			Definition and Data Sources for Poverty and Race


						Individuals are counted as being in poverty if they are part of a household whose total annual income is less than the poverty threshold. Threshold levels are set by household size, but are not adjusted by location. For this reason, the impact of poverty on housing affordability varies from community to community. 						The racial distributions of people living in poverty are sourced from the American Community Survey (ACS) 2011-2015 5-year estimates. The CoC estimates were determined from Block Group (BG) estimates along with a BG-to-CoC crosswalk, created based on ArcGIS mapping software. Except for total race-specific BG estimates, which were obtained directly from FactFinder's TIGER data, all other BG estimates were calculated from county-level percentages of the given category, by race, multiplied by total BG counts for the given category. For example:


						BG-level black people in poverty = County-level percent of people in poverty that are black * BG-level all people in poverty

Future CoC Analysis tools will allow assessment of racial disparities for different household types and population groups in three core measures: 


						·         The length of time people spend homeless and in the service system, 


						·         Successfully exiting homelessness to permanent housing, and


						·         The degree to which households that are housed then fall back into homelessness.

m. Addressing Racial Disparities in Homelessness. The CoC has assessed whether there
are racial disparities in the provision or outcome of homeless assistance, and if present,
taken or will take steps to address such disparities.

CoCs must demonstrate:

e it has assessed whether individuals of different races or ethnicities are more or less likely to
receive homeless assistance or to receive a positive outcome from homeless assistance; and e
if racial or ethnic disparities are present, the CoC has taken or will take steps to address those
disparities.

In the Virginia Balance of State CoC, black individuals are 3 times more likely to be homeless
than white individuals (.09% of all black individuals experienced homelessness in 2017
compared to .03% of all white individuals). Homelessness disproportionately affects black and
Hispanic individuals compared to white and non-Hispanic individuals in the Virginia Balance of
State CoC. While white individuals make up 79% of the overall population of the BoS CoC, they
comprise just 57% (411) of the CoC’s homeless population based on 2017 Point-in-Time data.
Meanwhile, black individuals make up 17% of the overall population of the BoS CoC but
comprise 39% (278) of the CoC’s homeless population. When considering ethnicity, Hispanic
individuals make up 3% of the overall population of the BoS CoC and 6% of the CoC’s
homeless population (compared to Non-Hispanics with 97% and 94% respectively).

The following are the results of an analysis of racial and ethnic data for clients enrolled in
Virginia Balance of State CoC programs in HMIS from 7/1/2017 to 7/1/2019.

Access to crisis housing
— Black individuals experiencing homelessness are less likely to access crisis housing
than white individuals.
o 21% of black individuals experiencing homelessness entered crisis housing,
compared to 32% of white individuals.
— Hispanic individuals experiencing homelessness are more likely to access crisis housing
than non-Hispanic individuals.
o 65% of Hispanic individuals experiencing homelessness entered crisis housing,
compared to 53% of non-Hispanic individuals.

Homeless outcomes
— Of those who access crisis housing, black individuals are more likely to exit to
permanent housing than white individuals.
o 66% of black clients in crisis housing exit to permanent housing, compared to
49% of white clients.
— Of those who access crisis housing, Hispanic individuals are less likely to exit to
permanent housing than non-Hispanic individuals.
o 36% of Hispanic clients in crisis housing exit to permanent housing, compared to
58% of non-Hispanic clients.
— Racial background is not a determinate for returns to homelessness.
o Of those who exit to permanent housing, 5% of black clients and 5% of white
clients return to homelessness.
— Hispanic individuals have a greater incidence of returns to homelessness when
compared to non-Hispanic individuals.







o Of those who exit to permanent housing, 19% of Hispanic clients return to
homelessness, compared to 5% of non-Hispanic clients.
